This  man  taught  at  Saint  Mark's  until 
the  spring  of  1969  when  he  became  the  Aca- 
demic Dean  at  Jacksonville  Episcopal  High 
School  in  Florida;  however,  in  1978,  the  over- 
six-foot-tall man  could  once  again  be  spotted  in 
the  halls  of  Rowland  Hall-Saint  Mark's  School. 
He  not  only  teaches  English,  but  also  has  been  a 
yearbook  advisor,  literary  magazine  advisor,  de- 
bate coach.  Chairman  of  the  English  Depart- 
ment, Assistant  Headmaster,  Head  of  the  Upper 
School  at  Rowland  Hall-Saint  Mark's  School, 
and  director  of  school  musicals  and  plays.  In 
addition  to  these  accomplishments,  this  man  is 
also  responsible  for  the  ability  of  every  student 
beyond  the  age  of  fifteen  to  finish  the  quote: 
"Tomorrow  and  tomorrow  and  tomorrow

The  Peer  Counselors 
accompanied  the  Middle 
Schoolers  on  their  trip,  en- 
abling them  to  get  better 
acquainted  with  each  other 
and  with  the  teachers.  This 
project  will  continue 
throughout  the  year  to  help 
the  students  learn  much 
about  the  Navajo  Indians 
and  their  customs  and  be- 
liefs.
